A war bt^tweeii iMii^land and Rils 
flia for aaeendunoy in India would bo a 
tre.ii)endous conflict. All the resources 
of modKrn. military ami naval science 
would be brought into ])lay, and by a 
system of pri vateeriiit,', Kiigbuid, upon 
liic ocean and lii'i' vast colonial e.xteti 
sicin, could In- struck by Russia at a 
thousand points. On the sua and land, 
and on every cofltiuent, the oonllict 
would bo carried on, and-tlith davg of 
Chalbam, when the''- nWrfWr- -Bftllisli 
battles came with every morning, 
would be reMievved. The policy of Rus- 
sia tor tbi^ last generation has tended 
to supremacy in Asia, and in a great 
and general view, its contrasted with 
the iminovabilit.y of the Asian con- 
tinent, and without regarding iMi^land 
in .-N.-ia, it is a civili/.in;^ policy. Hut it 
was mevitabli', of course, that ibi; Kus- 
sian ailvance would at last reach the 
frontier of British xVsian power, and 
that the two euipiers should com|)eto 
for niaster\'. So in the uiiildh! of ibo 
last cenlurv IviLjlanii and France caiiiii 
face to face U|ion this coiilineut, and 
the Knglisb race was victorious. Tiie 
riTvulutian that followed, the indepen- 
dence of the colonies, and the rise of 
the new nation did not tlisloil^e that 
race, nor its liinuuage, laws, faith, Ira 
dilioiis and civiii/atioii. In the deepi'st 
and truest, sense the same blooil, the 
political giMiius, the same spirit in laws 
and govern menl, which have made 
England have made the United Slates. 
There are, indeed, mixtures of differ- 
ing raoes, of other blood, of a cuntlict- 
ing spirit, but the dominant anil eliarac- 
teriwtic impiilse of haiglish and .Aineri 
can iiev(.'lopment is the same. 

In ibe i;reut controveis}' for domi- 
nion, therefore, {between lingland and 
Russia, Ainwican sympathy will 
naturally lean lowanl iMigland. It is 

not that as a State liinglanil has I n 

always friendly to us, for she has not 
always liei'n so. Not oidy did the revo 
lulion ami the later war teiul bitterly 
to alienate feeling, but the altitude of 
the ICnglisb lloveriiiui-nt toward us in 
our civil war was cold and unfriendly. 
It iiiu.'-t not be forgotten, however, that 
while the Ministiy and Parliament, 
and tbi! London clubs aiid drawing 
rooms, and Tin; Tiiin's, wert; hostile, 
till! Liii,'lihh people wi'ic kiiidly, and 
great iMiglislimen wcru our friemls, 
Thu liussian Uovernment, indeeu, as- 
sured us of its sympathy. Bui to the 
Russian peo|)le we were practically uu 
known. It is not that Lngland as a 
state has beili unitormly fi iendly that 
in siu-b a cf)ntroversv as that which 
impends wu should rei^ret bi-r defeat, 
but because, historiually and upon the 
whole, England has bei.-n the ureat 
chaiiipioii of lilinrty in modern (.Jhris- 
teiidom, anrl that her obji'cts and cour.-e 
the cvlciihion uf popular ri;;liLs, the 
pro;;ress of the ^'reat body of the pi!0- 
ple have been and are our objects also. 
Would any sagacious American see 
with pleasure Russian privateers sweep 
Hll^dand from the ocean, or Russian 
military hunies e.'cpidling England from 
India, and the (J/.ar replaeint; the 
(.^)ueen( L' ndouliledly Ivi^jland Russia 
are both invaders of India Rut the 
present question, is not that. The ques- 
tion of to day is whether the worhl, 
whether liberty and civilisation, would 
!,'aiii \>v ilislodmng England from In- 
dia and planting Bassia there. Would 
wi' sulistitu te Russian inlhn.'iice for 
linulisb inllueuce in the ■world'} 

There can be no doubt of the an- 
swer to Ibat question. Russia invad- 
ing Turkestan may he the advani-e of 
civilization upon (piasi barh.-uisin. i5ut 
Russia driviiiLT lMit;land fi'oui India is 
(piasi-liarhatisiu advancing upon civili- 
zation. .'\s we write,itbe conflict seems 
to be hardly' avoidable. The Russian 
ex|ilanation of the attack upon the 
Afghans is plau8ible.*But at such u 
lime, and in the actu.il situation, ibe 
probabilities of the case must de- 
ti.riLiiiie. ''(V'hv is Ivussia in smdi forci^ 
upnn that point) Why are troops con- 
.■-tanily press>-d forward! Why is sU(di 
constHiit explanation necessary'* What 
has been the Russian course in that 
country, and wliiu is the general ob 
ject of th.'it coursi^'? The answers to 
such qur.it.ioni! i'i!vo!il t.lie oxtrt!ni(! |iro- 
bability of \v,ir. In that eviMit ttie 
course of our goveriiinent would be one 
of ab.solute neutrality. Pitting art, arm- 
ing, and equipping vessels which may 
be supposed to bo intended' for use 
against a friendly Power are prohibit- 
ed, and ..so is the use of our waters as 
a base of naval opeiatiuns, or lo ob- 
tain military supplies, or to recruit 
crews. Our duty is plain, and undoubt- 
edly it will be vigorously discharged. 
The shock of war between the two 
eniijire.s is ' appixrently imminent, and 
even if (loatponed it cannot be finally 
averted.

CANADA'iS IJSIDIANS. 

It seems the fiite of the aborigines of 
.the North Araeticon oon'iueiit to bo 
neglected or mismanaged by those ijovftrn- 
meiita to whose rule they have become 
Bubsorvioiit. The truth of this with re- 
gard to the United fcjtates long ago passiHl 
into a proverb; iiiid nothing has since oc- 
curred to giiiiisiiy it. Thiit ('anadii is nut 
guiltlo«3 in rehuion to her own native 
charges is becuunng more and more pain 
fully, evident in the northwest territory, 
where the half breeds and Indian tribes of 
that part, niia(»uidod by the inakontent 
haif-broed Kiel, have taken a stand in the 
effort to redrosH their wrongs that will 
most certainly compel attention to their 
claims; but which, before the lattur can 
be considered, will probably result in a 
far heavier loss of life than has yet on- 
sued. When the rebellion shall have boon 
quelled there is little doubt that its in- 
stigatoj will niuut with a like end to that 
of Jack Cade, whose niodorn prototype 
he is: but before that shall have cuniu to 
pass there will have been alied the blood 
of many an insurgent (acutely alive to his 
wrongs while unoonsoious of the right 
means to redress them), and the blood of 
many of Canada's brave volunteers. Who 
is responsible for this Indian rebellion ? 
lliel, directly; but the federal govern- 
ment primarily, from tho manner in 
which it has slurrod o\ iir its unnustakeablo 
duty of making full and proper provision 
for the Indians and half-breeds. Inac- 
tion can become under certain oircum- 
Btances as criminal as wrongful doing; 
aiid on tho heads uf tho Dominion gov- 
ernment must rest tho blame that apringa 
from the onn.'iequoiioes of their neglect in 
the past. Years ago members of the tribes 
and half-breeds were allowed, under a law 
passed speoially for the purpose, to take 
possession of parcels of land — in extent 
240 acres for eacii man. This was done by 
them to tho best of their ability. They 
ran rude boundary lines, whoso demarca- 
tions wore satisfactory among themselves, 
and they cultivatod or neglected their 
grants as they thought lit. Remaining, 
as they did, in long-continued undis- 
turbed posHCGsioii, thcj rGscntud the final 
rectiaoation uf their linos made by tho 
government surveyors. 'Ihoir objections 
were ignored, wily counsel prevailed over 
wise, and the manifest discontent — disre- 
garded at Ottawa —was fanned to fever 
heal; by the turbulent lliel, who, when 
the Indians took up arms, placed hiniaeif 
at their head, and is now leading them on 
to what will eventually be death for many, 
and most certainly defeat for all. As has 
boon said, tho wrongs of these tribes will 
bo adjusted; but the harm will have been 
done. Tho modified recognition of thoir 
claims will but havo the effect of convinc- 
ing Indians in other part^ of the Domin- 
ion that such recognition was compulsory, 
and thus will whatever moral effect that 
tho suppression of the rebellion might 
have had, be entirely lost. When, aa tho 
provinces were confederated, the charge 
of their Tiifliana was a.<*«ninod by tho Duiu 
inion government, a duty devolved upon 
that .body whieb, we believe, in few or no 
instances, has been ever thoroughly ful- 
filled. Too great a di.s[iosition has been 
shown to consider tlie Indians a source of 
profitless e.\penno; and that being such 
all outlay up oi tlieiii shcjuld be strictly 
curtailed. I his is an err iooous and also 
a harmful pidiey. Prnfitlesa or other- 
wise, as a ma' tar of juaticB the charge of 
them must he maintained Ii is a duty to 
he liiioe, is therefore wm tl) dniiig. anJ.hv: 
mg ill, in worth (Jmuii; well — wliile the In- 
dian 18 with ua; wnich mil in't he furever, 
— for lir:ia general ly iidmitted that cnntact 
with the whites tends tu the o.ttiin!tiiin 
of the -Aiiieiican rth.^nglno. Iiitu the roa 
80113 fur this It IS nut MHCe.isiry n^w to en- 
ter buyuml rem.irkmg i hat they appear to 
imbibe oor vk-u.s — ivhiitii are many — while 
being priiuf a^.iiii.-it uur virtues, — -wliich 
arc fewer. --Vs ve', hu.vuier, they are 
ainiilugat us, and, though they have 
thriiUghftge!< shown nu signs of proijressiuu, 
atill by priurir.y uf poasessioii they havo 
the best moral claim to the land uf thoir 
ancestors. K luis been taken from them, 
certainly; but the cuiiquest has been 
made, not by harbiiriaiia who, confound- 
ing might with right, lake all withuut re- 
turn, but has been the conquest, of au in- 
tellectual supremacy — of a civilization 
whose principles uf etiuity demand that 
justice be done to all. Tlio practice of 
this principle calls for full and just con- 
sideration for the Indians, — a course that 
will havo to be finally pursued towards 
them, and one which will be in- sti iking 
contru-distinction to the past record uf 
oiSuial promises unfulfilled, of unchecked 
tyranny or partiality of subordinate arbi- 
trators, and tho general policy of neglect 
exhibited by tho Dominion in the conduct 
of its ludiau affairs. 



SINCERE FS. INSINCERE. 



Our friond of the Times is atill bleating 
over the discovery made by its owner that 
there is but one sincare man in the pro- 
vince on tho Ohineso question and that 
that sincere porsuii is Mr. Hubert Beaveii. 
At was intimated yesterday, tho tree must 
bo judged by its fruits; and if the results 
that attended the efforts of Mr. Beavon'a 
administration to stamp out tho CbinPH>> 
ovU wore the offspring of his "sincerity," 
we are disposed to say, give us tho insin- 
cere men all the titno. Tho furmer tailed 
where tho latter havo succeeded. Talk is 
a cheap coiiiniodily. The late government 
were all talk; tiie pre.sent is all action. The 
first had anti-UhineHe bills passed whieh 
they dare not appear in court nuil defend. 
The last passed a nu-asuro which haa gouo 
through- the disallowance mill at Ottawa 
and come out unscathed, and is to-day in 
force. If, as the owner Of the Times and 
and tho Times itself have asserted, lilr. 
,Seavaii is. the only "Biuoore" man in the 
proTince, ;.how 'do thoy class Mr. Shake- 
speare,' M. p;, Mr. Gordon, M. P., Mr. W. 
A. Robertson, Mr. C. Booth, Mr. Theodore 
Davie, (not to mention the inembors of tho 
local government) and a scoro of other citi- 
zens who i>rovod their sincerity on tho 
Chinese question in a practical manner 
many yoar.s before tho Tino's had an exist- 
ence or before its conductors had dreamed 
of settling in tho Pacific province? Sin- 
cerity is certainly a most comuiondablo 
quality. A man may bo both sincere and 
consistent in his opposition to Cliincso im- 
migration, oiuploy none but white labor 
and ..test only' regotablcs raised by white 
blinds; bnt he cannot pose as a lover of his 
rnco if ho should regulate tho sale of white 
labor or the market price of white raised 
vogotablea by the Ciiinese Htandard. In 
other words, ho must not expect to employ 
white men at Chinese wages or buy green 
groceries that white men havo raised at 
Ohineae prices. 



THE GABLE NEWS. 

The writer of the London cable letter 
which we publish this morning is evidently 
a pessimist oi the most decided hue. He 
does not believe in peace except at the cost 
of tho British empire; and we regret tu say 
that his opinion is shared by most peopio 
in this part of the world. The impression 
is growi: R that Knglaiul is being fooled, and 
that Itussia, always restive under English 
censure, merely wishes to gain time until 
her railway to the Afghan frontier has been 
completed, when she will pounce 
upon Herat and gobble up that 
city and the rest of Afghanistan 
at her leisure. What must be galling to 
every loyal Engliahnian ia tho fast, atatod 
in previous despatches, that whilst Russia 
may and is pushing her railways towards 
the coveted land and massing her troops 
at Ponjdeh, Er gland ia told that if she 
ahould attempt to build a railway towards 
.\fghaniatan, or mobilize an army on tho 
f roll tier, it will be regarded as a cams belli. 
It may bo that Mr. Gladstone is not 
deriroua of breasting back the Russinns 
and is not averse to thoir o'btaining a tirni 
footing in Afghanistan. His diplomacy 
appears to tend in that direction and a 
fow days will determine whether England 
is to undergo another humiliation or 
whether the goveirnmont will insist on tho 
withdrawal of the Russian troops with thu 
alternative of war.

Remittent fever has of lato years played 
sad havoc among tho Jainsliidis of Kuahk. 
.\11 tho neighboring valleys, includiniz 
Penjdoh, aro infected and aro unly habit- 
able in spring and summer by tho accli 
inatized. Another drawback to this val- 
ley is tho number of snakes which infest 
it. In spring the country must awarm 
with them. At present they are to bo 
found, wh«n tl^gra is oocasioil to dig, some 
eighteen inches or two feet below the sur- 
face, hibernating in sleepy torpor. 

Before winter closed in ono of the Lan- 
cers — a strong, healthy young fellow — 
very nearly fell a victim to ono of these 
roptilus. When picking up a atone he was 
bit in the back of the hand, and ho owed 
his lifia to his uvin prompt presenca of 
mind and Dr. Charles* care and skill. 
Tearing off a strip of his turban he bound 
it tightly— so tightly that in the hospital 
thoy could not tighten it — runnd the arm 
above the wrist. Ue then in.ide off fur 
the hospital, and half an hour after beini; 
bitten ho was under Dr. Charles' care. 
But already there woro signs of paralysis 
in tho left leg, and this gradually spre.id 
until both extremities were uomplftely 
paralyzed. Ho suffered from great heat, 
followed by intense cold, tingling and 
noinbiiess in the arms and legs, and much 
pai!i over the heart — his heart was "on 
fire," he complained.

He was plied with 
brandy and ammonia and made to walk 
till Ills legs were deadened by paraly.sia, 
and then lio was put between hot blanketa 
and hut bricks were applied to hia foot. 
Hypodermic injection nf ether was found 
very useful, and at last, after three hours 
of unremitting care, he slowly passed out 
of danger, and Dr. Charles has the satis- 
faction tif being one of the few who have 
successfully treated a snake bite. How- 
over, the man did not completely recover 
at once. He suffered from blood poison- 
ing and it was three weeks before ho was 
discharged from the hospital.

" We, the undoraigned jurora, do hereby 
Bnd that tho deceased, Jennie Willia, 
came to her death on the 8lh day of ftlay, 
1885, at a hoiiso on Bniaii street, in tho 
city of Victoria, from an ovordoao if 
morphia or morphine, by whom or how 
administered there ia im evidence to show. 

" We also bog to add the following ndor: 
That tho utmost exertion of tho pidico 
should bo used to atop the indlacriiniiiato 
sale of poisonous drugs. " 

The unfortunate wimian'a luiabaiid was 
tolegraphed the state of utl'uirs, and re- 
plied that he waa unable to come over. 
Arrangements have been made for tho 
bCirial uf the remains by tho women with 
whom she has fur ao long made hor homo. 
Her husband waa at one time a hotel- 
keeper in Olympia.

A further 
exploration will no doubt discover that on 
thia island there are other extenaive 
stretches of good agricultural land.

During the last days of March and again 
in the early part 'of A|iril the provinoial 
guvernment sent telegrams to the Dominion 
and Imperial governments, representing the 
defenceless condition of Britiah Columbia, 
and strongly urging tho iinportauce of 
adopting etlectivo measures for tho protec- 
tion of Ksipiinialt, Nauaiino, Victoria, Now 
Westminster and Burruru Inlet; pointing 
out that the capture or destruction of Nu- 
naiino and its valuable coal mines would be 
a national calamity, paralyzing British na- 
val operations on the North Pacific. It 
was also suggested that an ellicient torpedo 
service would prove u valuablo auxiliary to 
the presence of a fleet iu the event of an 
attack. It would apj)ear that these repre- 
sentations have not been without eSect, as 
Mr. Beoton, our Agent-General iu England, 
writing on'.lhe lOth ultimo, says: "I have 
just learned from the high couiiniKsiouer that 
lioth govorumeuts are eoncerliiig uieasiireH 
for the eflectivo protection of our province. 
I understand that great reliance will be 
placed on a torpedo service, stationed on 
the northeast of Vancouver Island, at Sey- 
mour Narrows, and in the south at Capo 
Flattery."
